Promises That Allied Army

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 — 
President Roosevelt held out to 
an embattled world today the 
promiKe of “ actual invasions” 
o f Europe following the Battle 
of Tunisia and of “ great and 
decisive” actions—instead 
of 
island-by-island drives—against 
the Japanese in China aud over 
Japan itself. 
He 
also 
gave 
assurance 
the 
U nited N ations are in th is w ar un­ 
til they m arch in trium ph through 
the streets of Berlin, Rome and 
Tokyo 
and 
are 
determ ined 
the 
Nazi, Fascist or Japanese w arlord 
form of governm ent “never again” 
shall dom inate a nation guaran­ 
teed post-w ar self-determ ination. 
The chief executive made these 
declarations Friday night in a ra­ 
dio address from the 20th annual 
dinner of the W hite House C orres­ 
pondents’ asso ciatio n It w as his 
first w ar review since his Casa­ 
blanca 
“unconditional 
surrender” 
conference 
with 
Prim e 
M inister 
Churchill. 
He spoke of world wide offen­ 
sives stem m ing from th at confer­ 
ence and of the developing Battle 
of 
T unisia 
with 
its 
expected 
“heavy” losses on the Allied side 
in the attem pt to push the enem y 
into the sea and open the way for 
what he called “invasions” — he 
used th e plural twice— of the Euro­ 
pean continent. 
World Called ’One Neighborhood’ 
He described the w hole world to­ 
day as “one neighborhood” and 
said unless the peace th at follows 
th is w ar recognizes this and does 
justice 
to 
th e 
hum an race, the 
germ s of another world w ar “ will 
rem ain as a constant 
th reat to 
m ankind.” 
On the home front, the President 
said th a t on his A frican Journey 
he had told American soldiers and 
sailors who had expressed concern 
over reports of labor troubles and 
rationing com plaints at home that 
most of these reports were “just 
gross exaggerations” and th a t the 
people as a whole are only too will­ 
ing to give up shoes and sugar and 
coffee and autom obile riding—and 
privileges and profits — for the 
sake of the common cause. 
Mr. Roosevelt said fighting men

also 
had 
heard 
reports, 
which he said were “exaggerated”, 
that farm groups are attem pting to 
profiteer on food and that "there 
are serious partisan quarrels over 
the: p etty things of life here in 
W ashington.”

In Flames From 
Germans’ Hands 


Only 70-Mile-Wide ‘Escape Corridor’ Left For Enemy 


Fighting In Azov Sea Area; Russians Announce 


Seizure Of Eight More Strategic Areas

The pace of disaster quickened for Adolf Hitler’s invasion 
armies today, threatening to surpass even the debacle at Stalin­ 
grad, as Soviet columns raced 30 miles south toward the Sea of 
Azov and left only a 70-mile-wide “ escape corridor” for u p ­ 
wards of 500*000 Axis soldiers. 
The GBC correspondent in Moscow said the Germans are 
reported setting fire to the entire city of Rostov, gateway to the 
Caucasus. 
Sim ultaneously, the B ritish radio declared: 
“Rostov is being enveloped rapidly and th e Germ an* who w ere 
driven out of Hh&khty, 45 m iles to the northeast, did not re tre a t tow ard 
Rostov but are attem pting to g et aw ay to the w estw ard.” 
Oue report said R ussian siege guns a re shelling Rostov from th ree 
sides and the G erm an G arrison is putting up “m ost stubborn” resist* 
anc*. 
Series Of Victory fculletlna leaned 
N early 200,000 additional G erm an troops and th e ir satellites are re ­ 
ported fighting for th eir lives In the w estern C aucasus, pinned ag ain st 
a narrow coastal strip below Rostov. 
In a series of victory bulletins, the R ussian comm and announced 
th e capture of eight strateg ic cities aud town*, including the key rail 
center of K rasnodar in the Cacasus. and declared wave* of desperate 
G erm an counter-attacks w ere crushed.

Rostov and to an o th er q u a rte r million Nazis in the Donete basin de­ 
veloped when Gen. N ikolai F. V atutin’s central Don arm ies planted th e 
Red flag a t K rasooarm elsk, only 70 m iles from th e north shore of th e 
Sea of Azov. 
A B erlin broadcast recorded by th e A ssociated P resa stated th a t 
the Germ an* have evacuated K rasnodar. 
O ther tow ns and villages w ere reclaim ed from th e G erm ans In th e 
Soviet drives, but the above were the strateg ically im portant victoria*.

Call Made For Coalition 0 


'Real Democrats’ And 


Republican Groups 


Bt Th* Associated Prow- 
A call for a coalition of Repub 
Deans and “real D e m o c r a t s ' 
coupled with an attack on “arro­ 
gant bureaucracy” and criticism of 
the adm inistration's conduct of the 
■war, 
highlighted 
the traditional 
Lincoln day gatherings of Republi 
cans Friday n ig h t 
Alf M. London, the party’* 1936 
presidential candidate; Gov. John 
W. Bricker of Ohio, mentioned as 
a possible presidential possibility 
for 1944, and Rep. Joseph Martin 
cf M assachusetts, minority leader 
of the house and form er national 
Republican chairman, joined in as­ 
sailing w hat Martin described as 
“expanding, arrogant bureaucracy.” 
'History Repeats Itself 
Secretary of the Navy Knox 
emphasizing he is a Republican 
struck another note, however, at 
Springfield, 111., scene of Lincoln’s 
tomb. 
Recalling that Lincoln had 
been subjected to criticism, Knox 
said: 
"W e see history repeating itself. 
Our President, our leaders have 
been subjected to all the sam e fa- 
1 m iliar charges of 80 years ago. We 
have seen again in these hours of 
another suprem e struggle the same 
tem ptations of partisan advantage 
Obstruct our larger purposes/* 
Bandon, speaking a t Omaha, pro 
posed 
the 
Democrat - Republican 
coalition as a guarantee that Vice 
President W allace “and his fellow 
travelers will not lead us down the 
same 
disastrous 
primrose 
path 
which H itler has led his people." 
Cites 'Trojan Horse Methods’ 
La nd on declared “practical pro­ 
gressives and the real liberals 
among the Democrats “are awake 
to the fact th a t by use of trojan 
horse methods a sm all but domi­ 
nant group of Nazi new dealers 
have seized control of their party/* 
Bricker, speaking a t Nashville, 
Tenn., charged that “a lot of these 
bureaucrats 
are 
especially 
con­ 
tem ptuous of elected representa 
tdvee of the people” and we “even 
find some in high places who are 
unpatriotic enough to use the war 
as a means of imposing their pe­ 
culiar philosophy of un-American 
government upon our people.’ 
Martin, at Pittsburgh, declared 
the people “a rs dangerously close 
to losing their system of free gov­ 
ernm ent when a bureaucrat can 
put Into effect, on his own initia­ 
tive, regulations which congress 
has turned down.” 
The 
Republican party, Martin 
said, intends “to restore control of 
the government to the people.” 
“If 
these 
‘power-mad’ bureau 
crats can defy congress and get 
away with it,” Martin said, “we 
have traveled a long way on the 
road 
to dictatorship. 
We 
don’t 
want th at kind of a government— 
not even a benevolent dictator­ 
ship, here in America.” 
Bricker Asks End 
Of Centralized Control 
NASHVILLE. Tenn., Feb. 13 — 
Criticizing w hat he term ed federal 
bureaucracy 
a n d 
regimentation, 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio as­ 
serts post-war America should he 
freed from centralized c o n t r o l 
“over every phase of life and busi­ 
ness activity.” 
“There is one great lesson that 
stands out as a result of the nec­ 
essary price control and rationing 
programs.” Bricker told Lincoln 
day dinner guests of the Tennes­ 
see Republican executive commit­ 
tee. “It 1s that we m ust get away 
from it when the war is won. 
“The great mas* of our people 
want to work and earn their liv­ 
ing. 
The great mass of laboring 
people want the opportunity to 
save some money, to sta rt a email 
business, and to build it into a big 
business with their own hands and 
brains. 
That is the living spirit 
of America th at we m ust not de­ 
stroy. 
'G.O.P. Must Unscramble It’ 
"When the w ar is won, I have 
no doubt of the future of America 
under the established system of 
meeting the needs of our people, 
unless we are sold out by selfish 
leaders.” 
Ohio’s three-term governor, who 
has been mentioned as a Republi­ 
can presidential possibility In 1944, 
asserted the nation has beoome 
"involved in such a mixture of so­ 
cial reforms and regimentation for 
political power in the conduct of 
the war that the party In power 
cannot unscramble it. That will be 
the responsibility of the Republi­ 
can party.” he said.

First World war Bricker asserted: 
“We have but 22,500 state em­ 
ployes in Ohio and th at include# 
all state highway employes. 
Yet 
there are 90,000 federal employes 
In our state. 
Urges Work In Factories 
“I say to yon that such a bu­ 
reaucracy is not necessary even in 
war time. 
Many from this over­ 
loaded federal payroll could help 
better by serving in the armed 
forces or by working on farms or 
in factories.” 
The 
nation. 
Bricker observed, 
has “a small but very vocal minor­ 
ity who believe that we can not 
govern ourselves,” 
“That minority.” he asserted, “is 
represented by the order-writing, 
regulation-preparing younger intel­ 
lectuals who believe that they are 
chosen to lead 
mankind to the 
promised land. 
“A lot of these bureaucrats who 
have read much and lived little

It Is that pos­ 
sibility which makes the fasting potentially danger­ 
ous, of course, though Gandhi himself denies that 
lie ie trying to induce trouble lo that particular 
way. 
H is case la peculiarly Interesting In view of what 
has been happening In the world since he first made 
himself known for hit leadership of the Indian un­ 
teachable* almost a generation ago. Authoritarian 
governments have been dealing ruthlessly with the 
Gandhi*: only th* original version has been pre­ 
served under what ha calla the unenlightened rule 
ct Britain. Aa he fasts, India’s most famous man 
oaa reflect with gratitude that he la In safe British 
hands. Had Japan been in charge of things, his Ant 
last for political purposes woald hevs been hi* 
lest 


Washington’s Move 
a SIRE from 
the remote possibility that Gov.

Bricker might decide to rescue the state from 
two-timing by refusing to sign the bill which has

If Gov. Bricker signs tho bill, then Washington's 
move would be next. The Interstate commerce com­ 
mission could order agencies under Its control to 
conform with the state's decision to revert to east­ 
ern standard time. 
Many cities will retain tho present fast time dur­ 
ing the summer, but it. Is likely that by next fall 
m ost of them would be willing to conform, too. 
Their attitude would be similar to that of cities 
which preferred daylight saving time during summer 
months before the war. 
Clearly there is nothing to be gained, once the 
deed is done, to make confusion worse than It needR 
to be. Tho right to determine time never has been 
settled conclusively aa an Issue between federal and 
local authority. While It should he wholly in the 
field of federal authority, It never has been there 
In practice. As long as the issue remuins open, (he 
least federal authority can do Is to abstain from 
adding unnecessary confusion. 
If federal permission were given to conform with 
eastern standard time in Ohio by next November j 
the state could restore uniformity again, regardless;

Approval In National Survey 


There is much argument over whether the farmers of the 
country approve the idea of price ceilings, or would rather have 
agricultural prices left uncontrolled. 
The following report, second of a series by the Gallup Poll, 
shows farm opinion on the. price control question, and how many 
farmers think the prices they now get for their products are fair.

Many Oppose Frice Control 
The evidence from a nationwide 
survey among farmers 
Indicates 
that most of those who know what 
is meant by a price celling are in 
favor of the policy. There Is how 
ever, a substantial minority which 
still believes that the best policy 
Is to leave farm prices uncontrol­ 
led. 
In probing farm opinion on price 
curbs, the institute first sought to 
find how many farmers understand 
what price ceilings are. It found 
that approximately six out of every 
IO (58 percent) do not understand 
the term. 
All who indicated a knowledge 
of price ceilings were then asked: 
“Would you rather have the gov* 
ermcnt keep price ceilings on ag­ 
ricultural products, or leave them 
uncontrolled?

Performance By Dorothy Kirsten 
Termed Program Of Rare Beauty

A program of rare beauty was given in the Ceramic theater Friday 
night by Dorothy Kirsten, lyric soprano, who was the Civic Music 
aaw xiatton's second artist of the 1942-43 series. 
Miss Kirsten •bowed true artistry from beginning to end. "She Is 
one of our younger singers whose talent was discovered and encouraged 
by Grace Moore and whose phono-*- 
rn en a1 rise in the concert and oper­ 
atic world reads like a fairy story. 
But ehe has not attained those 
heights without great labor, and af­ 
ter hearing her beautiful voice last 
night we feel that Miss Moore was 
right in her judgm ent and we will 
follow this young artist's progress 
with interest. 
She already has sung with the 
Chicago Opera Company, In the 
Cincinnati Summer Opera, in the 
Havana Opera and with the San 
Carlo Opera Company. 
Miss Kinston bas a fine musical 
background and her beauty, charm 
and personality make her a wel­ 
come new star on the musical 
horizon. 
H er accom panist, Edward Hart, 
was another artist of high rank 
and played the accompaniments, 
which were solos In themselves, 
with fine technical skill and must 
clanship. 
The program opened with the 
traditional classic, “Care 8elve” by 
Handel. This was followed by the 
beautiful “Se tu m’ami” by the 
Italian Pergolesl. The group closed 
with the gay 17th Century English 
song “Shepherd! 
Thy Demeanor 
Vary” by Thomas Brown 
For her first operatic number 
Miss Kirsten sang the lovely “Bal* 
latella” 
from 
“Pagliacci” 
which 
showed the true lyric quality of 
her voice 
In the French group we heard 
new song by Poulenc called 
Bleuet” which is dedicated to the 
young aviators of France. Then 
came “Open Your H eart” by Bizet 
with It’s pulsating Spanish rhythm. 
The audience gave way to real 
enthusiasm 
over 
Miss 
K irsten’s 
rendition of “The Silver Ring” by 
Chaminade. We were glad she sang 
It In English so th at all could 
hear the sweet simple lines about 
“the silver ring so dear, which 
once thou gayest me". The song 
has great heart appeal and was 
sung artistically. 
This was followed by another 
Aria, the charm ing “Gavotte” from 
“Manon”. 
After the intermission Mr. Hart 
played two piano aolos. The first 
was the fine E minor Prelude, one 
of MacDowell’s earlier works and 
we enjoyed hearing the dignity 


and warm th of Mr. H art’s Inter­ 
pretation of one of America’s fine 
composers. We do not hear enough 
of MacDowell these days. 
The second number of this group 
wag the brilliant “Fire Dance” of 
De Falla, a modern Spanish com­ 
poser. This called fdr an encore 
and Mr. H art played the ever popu­ 
lar “Clair re Lune” by Oubussy. It 
Is a treat to hear piano so well- 
played and with his fine sympa­ 
thetic accompaniment Mr. Edward 
H art helped to make the program 
one of great merit. 
Miss Kirsten closed the program 
with a group of stunning Ameri­ 
can songs. Each one was a per 
feet example of its particular type 
The first was a new song by Win­ 
ter W atts called “Stresa”, a beau­ 
tiful combination 
of

and 
voice with a delightful text. The 
“Kentucky Mountain Song” was a 
rare bit of dialogue. 
“In “Rapunzel” by Sacco, Miss 
K irsten rose to dram atic heights 
in this unusual setting of a Grimm’s 
Fairy Tale. Jacques Wolfe is al­ 
ways giving us fine songs and no 
exception was “Janitor’s Boy". The 
last number was Victor H erbert’s 
“I List the Thrill In Golden Throat 
Everyone likes Victor H erbert 
and this was a happy choice for 
a closing song for the audience 
showed Its appreciation by recall­ 
ing Miss Kirsten many times. 
As these reviews have mentioned 
before, people do enjoy songs they 
can understand, and Miss K irsten’s 
perfect diction proved that point 
again.

West Virginia Legislators Kill 
State Tax On Personal Income 


Measure Passed And Then Re-passed Over The Veto Of 


Gov. Neely, Who Opposed Downward Revision Now

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 13— One tax Wast Virginians will not 
have to worry about in the future is the state personal Income tax. 
The legislature now in session passed, and then re-passed over a 
gubernatorial veto, a measure to eliminate the levy which had pro­ 
duced approximately 32.500,000 in revenue annually since 1935. 
Taking note of an organized campaign to remove the statute, Gov. 
M. M. Neely counseled against the***--------------------------------------------------- 
proposal in his message to the 
biennial legislature. 
Neely warned. In effect, that the 
present Is no time for downward 
revision of taxes; that the state 
should be accumulating financial 
reserves for contingencies he pre 
dieted will come after the war. 


Budget Largest In History 
Coupled with his warning was an 
administration .budget calling for 
expenditure of some $85,000,000 In 
the next biennium, the largest bud­ 
get in state history. 
The tem per of the legislature was 
overwhelmingly for elimination of 
the tax, however, and with little de­ 
bate, the repeal bill was passed by 
majorities at more than five to one 
in both houses. 
Neely remained adamant, and on 
Wednesday, within a few hours of 
the time the bill would become 
law without gubernatorial action, 
he returned It to the legislature 
with a message full of foreboding 
for the Democratic party and the 
state’s fiscal situation. 
The 
governor appended 
eight 
reason* why he said there should 
be no repeal and he offered three 
alternative tax reduction proposals 
which he said would bear less heav­ 
ily on the poor. 
“Let me appeal,” he added, "that 
those who profess to adhere to the 
party of Jefferson do not perm it 
the democratic principle of income 
taxation to be assassinated in a 
legislature that Is under Demo­ 
cratic control.” 


(Although the party has slaeable 
majorities 
in

an 
“anti”-administration bloc twice has 
mustered power to override the 
governor’s vetoes.)

Neely forecast th at if the tax 
were repealed, it would result in 
an uprising of voters such as the 
state has not witnessed since 1930, 
when Neely himself ran for the 
U. S. senate and won by a land­ 
slide. 
The alternative tax proposals he 
suggested Include: 
1.—Reduce “not by relieving the f 
wealthiest.” but by lifting the con­ 
sumers sales tax from such things 
as bacon, fish, fowls, beans and 
other staples, thereby giving relief 
to rich and poor alike. 
2.—Amend the income tax law 
to exempt all except the 1,600-odd 
person* who last year paid alm ost 
half the $2,500,000 yield. 
3.—Amend the Income tax act 
to exempt e v e r y o n e whose annual 
Income is less than $10,000. 
Then he warned that repeal by a 
Democratic administration “would 
rob the future confidence and sup­ 
port of tens of thousands of the 
common people wrho long have con­ 
sidered It their refuge.” 
The house reacted by overriding 
the veto, 76 to 17, and a day later 
the senate wiped the law from the 
books, 26 to 5. after lese than five 
minutes of debate. 
Under the repealer. W est Vir­ 
ginians will pay no state tax this 
year on Income earned in 1942.

fore giving details of the new air 
raid system to members of civilian 
defense units. 
Set After Feb. 17 
Lynn Riddle of Lisbon, county de­ 
fense chairman, has annuonced that 
the proposed countywlde blackout 
originally scheduled for this week 
bad beqo postponed until “after 
JTeb. 17". 
The county wide practice was lo 
be a rehearsal for the proposed 22- 
bounty blackout, scheduled for Feb­ 
ruary, but which perhaps will not 
be beld Until March. 
The now air raid syotem which 
Will be put Into effect in Ohio’s 88 
counties next Wednesday is similar 
to that in use in Pennsylvania. The 
system will reduce the .number of 
telephone calls and the public will 
be forced to rely on sirens to tell 
them when lights are to be extin­ 
guished and to be on the alert. 
; Here are the new air raid signals 
Ut a glance: 
When you hear a long. steady 
b last on an air raid siren, horn, or 
whistle, it means enemy planes 
probably coming your way. Black 
out the lights in your home and 
business house, lf you are in your 
automobile, switch to your park­ 
ing lights, proceed with caution, 
begin thinking about getting to a 
safe place, lf you are walking, con­ 
tinue to do so, hut begin thinking 
about where you will go if a raid 
signal follows. 
Means Plants Ahead 
When you hear a series of short 
blasts on the air mid horn or 
whistle, or the sharp, interm ittent 
rising aud tailing of an air raid 
siren, it means enemy planes are 
overhead. Keep your lights blacked 
out. lf you are riding in your auto­ 
mobile, pull over to the side, atop, 
tu rn your lights out, get out, go 
t o the nearest air raid shell cr. lf 
you are walking, get off the street. 
lf you are on a bus, get out and go 
to the nearest air raid shelter. 
Remember, after the air raid sig 
ital, there will be another caution 
signal. This does not mean “all 
clear". This means enemy planes 
no longer are overhead. Keep on 
the alert. Enemy planes may re­ 
turn. Keep lights in your home or 
business place blacked out. You 
may return to your automobile, turn 
on your parking lights and proceed 
with caution.

may 
resume 
walking. Vou may return to your 
bus. 
Remember, a caution signal may 
not alway* precede the air raid 
warning. There may not be enough 
time. However, a caution signal will 
always follow the air raid warning. 
Remember, the only ihlng that 
means “all clear" will bo the switch­ 
ing on of street lights that were off 
during the blackout, or an

nouncement transmitted by radio, 
telephone or police.
